1. Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 106-122 are pending in the above-identified application. Claims 106-122 stand 
provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1 10-123 and 136-150 of copending U.S. Application No. 
10/169,897 (U.S. 2004/0253275). With this response, a temiinal disclaimer is submitted as 
attached to this communication, and claims 1 14 and 121 have been amended to correct minor 
typographical errors. No new matter is added by amendment. Reconsideration of the claims, in 
light of the remarks that follow, is requested. 

IL Re jection of the Claims
